Concerning claims 5-6, 8-16, 31, and 33-34, no prior art has been found teaching or 
suggesting an isolated polynucleotide that encodes a polypeptide comprising a sequence selected 
from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 2346 and 2347, a DNA construct comprising a 
polynucleotide sequence selected from the group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 2076 and sequences 
that are degeneratively equivalent to SEQ ID NO: 2076, wherein the sequence encodes a Myb 
transcription factor and an isolated polynucleotide comprising SEQ ID NO: 2076.
